Secretary Alger has been in i 
consultation with several representa­ 
tives of a company which has already 
made ten of these unique locomotives, 
and the secretary, who is intensely so­

The members of the special 
committee having the matter in charge 
are trying to so shape a bill that will 
command the

elements. 
Due 
of these is the Democratic minority. 
which, combined with the Republicans 
opposed to the present law, would be 
strong enough to carry a hill. 
B u t i n 
canvassing the witua ion it has been 
foetid that Democratic members would 
favor a complete repeal of the law, but 
would oppose anything short of a re­ 
peal. 
As the Republican movement is not 
toward complete repeal, but rather for 
modification of the law, there appears 
to be no basis upon which the anti- 
civil service reformers of both parties 
can unite 
It is claimed, however, that 
a modification bill will rereive the 
votes of two-thirds of the Benab io.iu 
members aud will have a good chance 
of passing the senate and receiving the 
president’s signat re. 
Mr. Pearson (N, C,), who inaugurated 
the movement aud is a member of tho 
special committee, says the essential 
modifications of the law likely t>be 
ci nsidered by the committee are as fol­ 
lows : Excluding from the operations 
of the law cases in w’hich « ne govern­ 
ment officer is responsible for the acta 
of his subordinate, as deputy collectors 
of

vice without examination, so as to put 
them on a footing with new applicants, 
change of examinations so as to make 
them more practi a1 and less theoreti­ 
c a l ; distinct 
provision

teu ure. and for a stated term of service ; 
affirmation of the right of heads of de­ 
partments to remove, reduce or prom to 
in the interest of the public; a lim ita­ 
tion of the law’ to specific departments, 
bureaus, etc. and an exclusion of those 
not enumerated. 
Another point that will materially 
figure in the discussion of the subject 
is the alleged rapid and unauthorized 
enlargement of the functions of the 
civil service commi-sion. 
The i ppo- 
nents of the commission assert that the 
original law was never intended to 
apply to tenure of office and removals. 
They say that the commission, grow­ 
ing fro‘ii a corps of three commission­ 
ers and severals clerks to a large insti­ 
tution, has arrogated to itself not only 
the rank of a department, but the 
power of dictating to heads of depart­ 
m e n t s what action they will take, and 
further, to employ attorneys to m ain 
p le a d in g s , as in the Virginia collector 
of internal revenue case.

Editor, that much has been said of the 
mud which comes in the fall, and that 
much has in particular been said of the 
mud which comes to the poor salt of the 
earth who are each day compelled to 
tread the dangerous crooks and turns of 
Huston road in order that they may earn 
for themselves and families their daily 
bread ; but I cannot resist the tempta­ 
tion to add my own observations to the 
literature on this important matter, 
hoping the while that it will tend to 
show that we of the hill district know 
our needs, even though we are so blind 
to our own interests as to elect men to 
represent us in council who will not 
make those needs known. 
Observe Huston road froth Walnut 
street to Avondale, but be sure and 
find some safe position or you may fall 
into the mud and be lost forever. There 
it is. 
A long, winding strip of mud, 
the consistency of slip. 
When the sun 
shines through the smoke one can travel 
with some reason to believe he will ar­ 
rive at his journey’s end at least alive, 
but when the shades of night have fallen 
he is in danger. 
Stepping stones were 
placed there long ago, but the ceaseless 
tramping of many feet have worn their 
corners round and smooth. 
Now there 
would really be no objection to that if 
the pedestrian did not know the serious 
results sure to follow a fall from these 
same stones. 
Below him the wheels of 
many wagons have churned the street 
into mud, deep, black and dangerous. 
That is why the stepping stones are not 
now observed as an especial personal 
blessing.

There is the sidewalk. Some time 
ago council afid Commissioner Finley 
gave us two boards, placed side by side 
They were a benefit. 
We hailed them 
as a gift of value, and walked with 
head erect and shoulders well thrown 
back, proud in the belief that we could 
at last walk from Walnut street to 
Avondale as our brothers in other parts 
of the city walked. 
But we counted 
without a thought of the future, for our 
calculations were made when the road 
was dry. 8ince then the mud has come. 
Now when we walk along the sidewalk 
we pick our way carefully through slime 
inches deep, or we tuck our trousers in 
the tops of rubber boots, and wade 
boldly forth, emerging from the fray 
covered with mud, but proud to say 
there are some things we can conquer. 
Now the wagons. 
Of course Huston 
road was made for wagons. That is 
probably why the wagons rule with 
such arrogant sway. 
Did yon ever see 
a lady pass a wagon in Huston road ? 
No? Then you have missed one of Liv­ 
erpool’s most interesting sights. 
She 
approaches the wagpn clean and in good 
humor. 
She emerges from the conflict 
covered with mud and shaking with 
anger. It is not an occasional happen­ 
ing, but almost an hourly occurrence. 
Scarcely a woman lives east of Walnut 
street who will not indignantly tell you 
of it. 
We have asked council to improve 
that road, and council has quietly let it 
alone. But we have a remedy, and we 
earnestly present it for consideration. 
Let the name be changed to “Sea of 
Mud,” and purchase a boat to ply the 
rolling billows from Walnut to Avon­ 
dale. Place Councilman Challis in com­ 
mand as captain—it would be honor 
worthily bestowed, for if he had worked 
as other councilmen have worked there 
would be no need of a boat. Erect a 
life-saving station near the stepping 
stones, in order that those who fall off 
and are engulfed in the murky flood 
may be saved and their families may not 
sue the city for damages. 
Establish a 
line of sentinels along the shore, and let 
them give warning to the women of the 
approach of wagons, so that there may 
be no soiled costumes aud angry ladies. 
Do these things, gentlemen, and we 
will never need Huston road improved. 
They may cost a little more money, but 
they will answer the purpose—that of 
allowing a man to live beyond Walnut 
street with some assurance that he can 
occasionally reach the business section 
of the city.

A feature of her personality which lay 
at the root of her great success as a 
photographer was her love of all that 
was beautiful. "She was always took by 
a face, ” as an old woman in Freshwater 
who remembers her put it to me. 
Charles Turner said the same thing in 
poet’s language when he told her, in the 
sonnet he addressed to her on leaving 
the isle of Wight after a visit, that she j 
“ loved all loveliness.” In obedience to I 
this impulse she invariably stopped and 
spoke to any one, however unknown, 
whether in a great London thoroughfare 
or a village lane whose beauty attracted 
her. “ I am Mrs. Cameron,” she would 
say. 
“ Perhaps you have heard of me. 
You would oblige me very much if you 
would let me photograph you. Will you 
let me do so?” And by such bold and 
huconventional means she prevailed on 
many, absolute strangers though they 
were, to sit to her. 
One of her models captured in this 
way was a young lady come as a sum­ 
mer visitor to Freshwater Mrs. Camer­ 
on, engrossed at that ftine in some re­ 
markably fine studies illustrative of the 
“ Idylls of the King, ” was at a loss for 
a model for Queen Guinevera 
But the 
advent of the fair stranger settled all 
her doubts. Here was a beauty suited to 
hor purpose, and within the hour she 
had carried her off to lunch and subse­ 
quent photography. 
The lady proved a most kind and in­ 
defatigable model The village postman 
had already boon secured for King Ar­ 
thur, and Mrs. Cameron’s picture of 
him in this character is one of the best 
things in the collection. A friend, going 
one day to Dimbola, found the young 
lady looking rather fatigued.

companies in America. 
During my leisure I 
took up a* a side issue the duplication of ones, 
Avos and tena, and aa these were the original 
denomination* I had worked upon you can Im* 
Hive me when I say they are perfect dupli­ 
cator.

He then 
telegraphs the green goods man that he 
is satisfied and is ready to do business 
on a larger scale. A third letter is then 
received, with minute directions how to 
reach the alleged counterfeiter. 
In a poorly spelled, scrawling, dis­ 
guised hand iB written the following: 


Ck) to the Port Jervis hotel, Port Jarvis, New 
York, there is Where Wee Will Meet. 
When you Leave Home Buy your ticket to 
Place mentioned on Hotel Slip and Telegraph 
to A. P. Gordon, Weschester Depot. 
Wesches- 
ter, New York. When you are about half Way 
Telegraph again I Will have plenty time to 
meet you. the sample enclosed is Just the 
Same as all the rest your Pa sh Word Will be 
I Groin, 154. So if you mean Business follow 
I these instructions. 
Write no letters Without 
j my Permission, you know. 
What the swindler calls “ special in­ 
structions” are as follows: 
The day you start from home go to the post 
office and see if there is any further word from 
me. If not, follow these instructions: 
First.—Telegraph to me the day before you

Gould aud Colonel Machen, who had 
become known as Magic Machen, be­ 
cause of the marvelous success he and 
Mrs. Gould had achieved in building a 
railroad with comparatively no funds 
on hand, turned their attention to the 
Middle Georgia and Atlantic railroad. 
During this work also Mrs. Gould lived 
most of the time in camp with 200 
workmen, personally directing the lay­ 
ing of the tracks, the construction of 
trestles and bridges and the grading of 
the roadway.

M ake H is L ast S p eech W ith H ead B ared .

W ith T h irst a t th e Spring. 


“ Some of yon youngsters, ” said the 
professor, “ wonder how’ we old fellows 
remember the prominent men of 20 or 
80 or 40 years ago so well. Because we 
associate them with some particular 
event, not necessarily of any imjHir- 
tauce, but serving to bring the men as­ 
sociated with it vividly before the 
mind. 
For example, I saw old Govern­ 
or Brough of Ohio scores of times, but 
w’henever I think of him I do not see 
bim as he walked in his unwieldy way 
along the streets nor as he sat in his 
office, a dominating presence, nor as he 
appeared on state occasions, nor when 
he rag! d in controversy with the stron­ 
gest men in the nation over the conduct 
of the war, but I see him as he stood 
one night on a pile of bricks, just out­ 
side Capitol square in Columbus. 
“ Tile fall of Richmond had been an­ 
nounced. 
Tho poo pie were wild with 
excitement aud enthusiasm. Hie under­ 
standing was that the governor would 
speak to them that night, and, standing 
on a pile of bricks at the cc lier of High 
and State streets, be tai ken to the peo­ 
ple of the great, news aud what it meant 
to the nation. 
While he was speaking 
it began to rain, and still he spoke on. 
Those in the crowd who had umbrellas 
raised them, and there was a general 
shout for the governor to put on his hat. 
As he stood there that minute, with the 
raindrops pattering down on his bald 
head and splattering and sparkling in 
the light of the street lamp near, Gov­ 
ernor Brough always comes to me. 
“ He paid no heed to the rain, and in 
his deep, resonant voice he said to the 


c a l l s of the crowd: ‘I w ill not put on 
my hat. 
A man must stand uncovered 
in the presence of an event that means 
so much to this people. ’ And he talked 
on, the people standing in the rain and 
glorying in every word he said. 
That 
was the last speech made by Governor 
Brough, because the cold that resulted 
from the exposure took him down to 
death. 
“ Brough was one of the very strong­ 
est men of that period in public life, 
but do you know that I heard one of 
the most prominent ladies in Ohio urge 
that he be not renominated because he 
was so reckless in his use of tobacco? 
She forgot the ability, honesty, earnest­ 
ness and zeal of the man who had re­ 


ceived the largest majority ever given a 
candidate for any oflfioe in Ohio and 
made a violent campaign against him 
because he had a rough way and because 
he was such an inveterate tobacco 
chewer. ” 
“ I remember General Buell, ” said 
the sergeant, “ not as he appearaed in 
the battle of Shiloh, not as be appeared 
in full uniform at grand review, but as 
I saw him on a forced march, when he 
wore the negligee or fatigue dress. Our 
company had come, with dry throats 
and empty canteens, to a large spring 
that burst from the earth with force 
enough to turn the wheels of a mill. 
The men proceeded to fill their canteens 
and drink their fill 
An orderly sat on 
his horse near and advised the men to 
be very careful in filling their canteens 
so as to leave the water clear for thoso 
who came after. 
A little apart from 
him on a splendid horse sat an officer in 
a straw hat. 
The man and the horse, 
even though the man was in so simple 
a dress, made a fine picture, but the 
boys did not look carefully enough at 
either to recognize the officer or the 
horse. 
“ One of the sergeants, crazed 
by 
thirst, plunging forward to the spring, 
intent only on getting the clear water 
to his parched throat, put one foot into 
the shallow edge of the spring Instant­ 
ly there came from the man in the straw 
hat the quiet and imperious order, ‘Take 
your foot out. ’ The sergeant, irritated 
beyond endurance by what he regarded 
a trifling matter, turned aud said inso­ 
lently: ‘Mind your own business, sir 
I w ill have no quartermaster’s clerk 
giving orders to me.' 
“ As though he had been a part of the 
man the splendid horse made one jump 
toward the spring and toward the ser­ 
geant, aud the man in the straw hat 
said, with increased emphasis aud im­ 
periousness, ‘Take your foot out,’ and 
the bewildered sergeant recognized the 
commander in chief of the army 
He 
stepped back aud saluted, and then Gen­ 
eral Buell said quietly, looking down 
with a sort of sympathy into the dis­ 
mayed face: ‘F ill your canteens, but 
be careful. Thirty thousand men must 
take water from this spring before 
night. * 
“ Those who remembered what s 
rn adinole a thousand men make of a 
spring understood why General Bneil 
stood guard on that day.”—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

The scathing fire from the fort 
swept that spot, and no officer dared to 
command any of bis men to go to cer­ 
tain death in what looked like a vain 
attempt to rescue their chief. 
“ While the men were deliberating a 
negro stepped up mid said, ‘We might 
as well run our chances now as any oth­ 
er time, anti i for one w ill make the 
attem pt.'

who stepped out and volunteered their 
services. A stretcher was brought, aud 
four of them started, but had gone only 
a few yards wheu every one was shot 
dead.

I the volunteers rushed out, and, picking 
up the stretcher, c;irried it a few yards 
farther, wheu they, too, were killed. 
The four who were left went ahead us 
if nothing had happened, and two of 
them came back alive with the general, 
while the other two were left dead at 
the pile of rocks where General Payne 
had been lying. General Payne is still 
living, and, I am told, tho two noble 
fellows who rescued him have wanted 
for nothing ever since.’’— Buffalo Ex­ 
press.

Those people who believe East Liver- 
noel is defined to become a large city, 
L l that its growth will not all be to- 
ard the East End or on the Virginia 
L of the Ohio, are nursing a project 
for the construction of an electric line to 
* 
opon country beyond Riverview 
rmetery, confident that the $3,500 they 
have already subscribed will work won- 
derg frhen placed in the right hands. 
The movement hasbeen steady, but 
* it hoot a great deal of noise. Much has 
been (lone, and not a word has been 
aves to the public. The men behind 
the project have worked like beavers, 
al,d their efforts have been very success­ 
ful 
The story is not a long one, but it 
Ka story of push and enterprise that no 
L u can hear without wishing the 
projectors unbounded success. . 
The project provides for the construc­ 
tion of an electric line from the Dia­ 
mond to Avondale street 
and from 
there to the top of the hill. Instead of 
taking the Calcutta road at that point 
the route is east of the McKinnon place, 
down through the Anderson farm, to 
the Calcutta 
road, 
along 
which 
thoroughfare it will go until a point op­ 
posite the summer residence of W. L. 
Thompson is reached. From there the 
line will cross the country to the other 
road, aud enter the city by way of Cali­ 
fornia hollow. 
When the matter was first discussed 
a conference was held with Manager 
Hoefgen, who agreed to build the line if 
the people handed him $5,000 in cash 
and the legal assurance that the right- 
of-way would cost nothing. Of the cash 
$3,500 has been raised, and so many 
pood men are considering the matter 
that those at the head of the movement 
are confident the amount will be in 
their possession before the early spring. 
Some part of the right of way has 
been secured, and it is believed that the 
company will experience no serious diffi­ 
culty when it goes into council and asks 
for a franchise. 
A meeting of the interested parties 
was held the other evening, and the 
splendid progress already made devel­ 
oped considerable enthusiasm. The pro­ 
jectors realized that much work was yet 
to be done before the line would be built, 
and decided to do it. 
There are other features connected 
with the project that are interesting, 
one property owner having decided to 
allow the company to use a tract of land 
for park purposes, free of any charge,for 
IO years.

Tile Christmas tree hunters are nil 
over Maili* this year loading vessels on 
the seaboard and whole trains of ears 
Inland with the greenery that will dec­ 
orate many houses. This year the deal­ 
ers have contracts for more than 1,000,- 
000, and nearly every one will make 
his orders overrun, so it is likely that 
Maine will send out more than 1,250,- 
000 firs between now and Dec. 15. 
Little labor and less care are required 
in preparing the trees for market. One 
man cuts the trees in the thickets and 
trims them slightly to free the base , 
from limbs; another man ties the trees I 
in bundles of IO to 15, according to 
size, and carries them out to tho near­ 
est cart road, and there a man with u 
pair of horses attached to a hay rack 
takes them and delivers his load at the j 
nearest wharf or railway station. As a 1 
rule the contractor gets from 2 to 6

RESEMBLES THE SPHINX. 


The Comment on »n Enormous Bow lder 
Taken to W aukegan. 
Many travelers on the Milwaukee di- I 
vision of the Northwestern railroad are 
commenting on the sphiuxlike appear- 
mice of the enormous bowlder recently 
placed by the railroad in the park south 
of the depot at Waukegan, Ills., as a 
landmark. 
This big stone, weighing 56 tons, was 
found in the woods just north of Mil­ 
waukee a quarter of a mile from the 
railroad, and much trouble and expense 
were gone to in getting it there. A special 
track was laid to it aud an extra strong 
car was used to take it there, where a 
special track was again laid to the park, 
where it was unloaded. 
It is of brown sandstone, and one side 
is flat. It was intended to set the flat 
side toward the railroad tracks aud cut 
in the name Waukegan. It settled the 
other way, however, and was left so, 
and many people think that the irregu­ 
larities of its outline, when seen from a 
certain position, bring out the outlines 
of the famous sphinx.—Chicago Tiines-

Thomas A. Edison, .lr , is son athing 
of a “ wizard” himself. 
He is 21 years 
old, and many men of twice his age 
have learned iu the last few months to 
watch him with much interest. Thou­ 
sands of persons to whom the (Mine of 
Edison is familiar have never heard of 
this youthful scientist, yet lie has had a 
large part in experiments and discover­ 
ies that have startled the world. 
One bright morning la>t August Edi­ 
son called the youug man to bin. and 
spake thus: 
“ Thomas, my son, you know almost 
as much as your father, hut what you 
know will nevi r bi- of use to you until 
you know men. Get out, I homas, and 
study men, Brush up against the world 
for awhile and let us see w hat you are 
made of. 
You have good ideas. Work 
tin in. Good morning. ” 
So tile young man started out four 
months ago with a head full of ideas 
and a lusty desire to make himself 
heard in the w’orld’s noisy traffic. To­ 
day he has an office in New York, and 
the big electrical manufacturing com­ 
panies are studying this young man 
with great care, while pretending that 
they are not aware of his existence. 
This is a very hollow pretense, how­ 
ever, for he has attal ked them in their 
own strongholds. He has invented a de­ 
vice which, he says, is only the first et 
a series of improved appliances in vari­ 
ous lines of electrical w'ork. It is an in­ 
candescent lamp, similar to the one now 
in use to the inexperienced eye, but 
possessing, it is said, many advantages. 
He calls it the ‘‘Edison Junior,” with 
conscious pride, and claims for it supe­ 
riority over all others in the important 
details of vacuum and filament. 
To achieve these results tile young 
man designed his own pump and says 
that with it he can exhaust ten lamps 
to a high degree of perfection in less 
time than is required by the ordinary 
vacuum pumps generally used to ex­ 
haust one lamp. The filament is his own 
invention also, a chemical combination 
carbonized at 4,000 degrees F-, making 
it as near absolutely pure carbon as it 
is possible to obtain. Curiously enough, 
neither the pump nor the filament has 
been patented. 
“ My father’s experience has taught 
me to steer clear of the patent office. 
He has taken out scores of patents, but 
he has spent as much money aud time 
fighting to uphold them, I guess, as 
they are worth 
I’m going to k**ep my 
ideas to my st if Secrecy is a better safe­ 
guard than a patent any time. 
Undoubtedly young Edison believes 
in secret y 'I he id* a- f< r tins lamp came 
to him four cr five years ago, but be 
quietly st or* d them up against a rainy 
day. Tho having c im he put« them 
to excellent u»e. 
He odd me he had ; 
shown the lamp to bi** father, but not 
until it was completed and on the m ar- 1

Young Edison is highly gratified with | 
the result of his business venture. 
His 
father, it should be observed, has notb j 
iiig to do with this lamp, yet it is being; 
m a n u f a c tu r e d and sold in large quanti­ 
ties. The young man declined to say 
where his financial backing came from, 
but as he speaks of travelers on their 
wav to South America, of Pacific coast 


agencies aim or inc .japanese ann i iii 
nose trade it is to be presumed that 
large amounts are interested, and the 
big companies employing his respected 
father must wake up. 
“ As soon as this lamp is fairly start 
ed in a burin®*# way, 
be said, “ I ani 
going to woik on several ideas which I 
have almost perfected aud which will 
be startling, I think. 
You see, I spent 
neatly nine years with my father, and 
it would be tunny if I badu t picked J 
up a few things that limy result In J 
something new.” 
Personally this young man impresses 
one most with his earnestness, his quiet 
confidence and his utter absence of anoc­ 
iation 
He is slow of speech, but does 
not weigh bis words and occasionally 
explains bis meaning by some graphic 
popular phrase. 
“ The fact of the matter is,” he said 
confidentially,‘T m out to bustle for 
myself, anil it won t be my fault if 
some of these big fellows don t know 
I’m here We’re going to raise—well, 
we’re going to prod ’em up a little. ” 
This youug man, who at 21 challenges 
a scientist of worldwide fame, aud his 
fathr r at that, never had any education 
in the general .-*ense of tho term. VV hen 
be was ll years old, his schooling 
ceased, aud from that time until a few 
months ago he practically lived at his 
father s side during working hours. 
Through long days aud longer nights he 
has watched the “ wizard” at work, 
bending over tubes uutil his back ached 
and watching Hying sparks till 
his 
brain whirled. Delicate health prevent­ 
ed close application to books, but his 
was surer knowledge. 
He saw the be­ 
ginning of things aud watched the mys­ 
terious forces of nature in every phase, 
absorbing the countless causes aud effects 
which make the chemist’s and the elec­ 
trician’s work. 
He was with his father when the ca­ 
bled news reached him of the discovery 
ut the X rays and when for 96 hours 
without a break they experimented with 
the new force. He was concerned in the 
subsequent work iii this line, taking 
part in many of the 1,800 tests which 
fixed upon tuugstate of calcium as the 
chi mi ca I for the fluoroscope. 
The Edison iron 
mining 
process, 
which has recently been exploited, also 
look much of the young man’s time. He 
followed each step in the evolution of 
the perfected machinery, which extracts 
ore by magnetism, aud spent many 
weeks at the plant now in operation in 
New Jersey.—New York Ijorald.

I realize, Mr. 
Editor, that much has been said of the 
Hind which comes in the fall, and that 
mnch has in particular been said of the 
mod which comes to the poor salt of the 
earth who are each day compelled to 
tread the dangerous crooks and tarns of 
Huston road in order that they may earn 
for themselves and families their daily 
bread; bot I cannot resist the tempta 
Hon to add my own observations to the 
literature on this im portant matter, 
hoping the while that it will tend to 
•how that we of the hill district know 
oar needs, even though we are so blind 
to our own interests as to elect men to 
represent us in council who will not 
make those needs known. 
Observe Huston road froiA W alnut 
street to Avondale, but be sure and 
find some safe position or you may fall 
into the mud and be lost forever. There 
it is. 
A long, winding strip of mud, 
the consistency of slip. 
W hen the sun 
shines through the smoke one can travel 
with some reason to believe he will ar­ 
rive at his Journey’s end at least alive, 
but when the shades of night have fallen 
he is in danger. Stepping stones were 
placed there long ago, but the ceaseless 
tram ping of many feet have worn their 
corners round and smooth. 
Now there 
would really be no objection to that if 
the pedestrian did not know the serious 
results sure to follow a fall from these 
same stones. 
Below him the whee Ik of 
many wagons have churned the street 
into mud, deep, black and dangerous. 
That is why the stepping stones are not 
now observed as an especial personal 
blessing. 
• 
There is the sidewalk. Some time 
ago council slid Commissioner Finley 
gave us two boards, placed side by side 
They were a benefit. 
We hailed them 
as a gift of value, and walked with 
head erect and shoulders well thrown 
back, proud in the belief that we could 
at last walk from W alnut street to 
Avondale as our brothers in other parts 
of the city walked. 
But we counted 
without a thought of the future, for our 
calculations were made when the road 
was dry, Since then the mud has come. 
Now when we walk along the sidewalk 
we pick our way carefully through slime 
inches deep, or we tuck our trousers in 
the tops of rubber boots, and wade 
boldly forth, emerging from the fray 
covered with mud, but proud to say 
there are some things we can conquer. 
Now the wagons. Of course Huston 
road was made for wagons. That is 
probably why the wagons rule with 
such arrogant sway. 
Did you ever see 
a lady pass a wagon in Huston road? 
No? Then you have missed one of Liv 
erpool's most interesting sights. She 
approaches the wagpn clean and in good 
humor. 
She emerges from the conflict 
covered w ith mud and shaking with 
anger. It is not an occasional happen­ 
ing. but almost an hourly occurrence. 
Scarcely a woman lives east of W alnut 
street who will not indignantly tell you 
of it. 
We have asked council to improve 
that road, and council has quietly let it 
alone. 
But we have a remedy, and we 
earnestly present it for consideration. 
Let the name be changed to "Sea of 
Mud.” aud purchase a boat to ply the 
rolling billows from W alnut to Avon­ 
dale. Place Councilman Challis in com­ 
mand as captain—it would be honor 
worthily bestowed, for if he had worked 
as other councilmen have worked there 
would be no need of a boat. Erect a 
life-saving station near the stepping 
stones, in order that those who fall off 
and are engulfed in the murky flood 
may be saved and their families may not 
sue the city for damages. 
Establish a 
line of sentinels along the shore, and let 
them give warning to the women of the 
approach of wagons, so that there muy 
be no soiled costumes aud angry ladies.

It is generally *uppo*ed that the 
bones of the great reformer were 'torn 
from their lust resting place in the 
church of the castle of Wittenberg dur­ 
ing the Thirty Years’ war aud scattered 
to the winds, like those of Wyclif. 
At all events, no trace of Luther’s tomb 
has hitherto been discovered. One of 
the biographers of Luther, Herr Koest- 
Im of Halle, has, however, raised no 
little sensation in religious circles in 
Germany by a recent article in a theo­ 
logical magazine which throws over the 
accepted explanation of the disappear­ 
ance of the reformer’s tomb as mere no­ 
tion. 
Ile declares that two workmen 
engaged on the restoration of the church 
in Wittenberg castle came across the 
coffin aud body of Luther without let 
ting any of their comrades know of 
their bud. It is alleged that they enter­ 
ed the chapel by night and dug out the 
remains, secretly reinterring them, in j 
fear of urrest. 
There ought to be uo 
difficulty in discovering w hetber there 
is any truth in Herr Koestliu s state­ 
ment.—Westminster Gazette.

That 
was the last speech made by Governor 
Brough, ber a one the cold that resulted 
from the exposure took him down to 
death. 
“ Brough was one of the very strong­ 
est men of that period in public life, 
but do you know that I heard one of 
the most prominent ladies in Ohio urge 
that he be uot renominated because he a 
was so reckless in his use of tobacco?
